Lottie  Collinb. 

How  the  success  of  Lottie  Oollins  in 
New  \  ork  and  her  failure  in  San  Fran- 
cisco ai^ects  or  illustrates  the  relative 
taste  in  matters  of  dramatic  art  of  the 
two  communities  exceeds  my  compre- 
hension. And  yet  my  esteemed  contem- 
porary, tlie  Albany  Argus,  is  moved  to 
comment  as  follows  : 

"  She  (Lottie  Collins)  has  met  with  in- 
different success  in  the  interior  cities 
and  the  question  at  once  proposes  its'ilf 
whether  New  York  audiences  have  a 
better  understanding  of  dramatic  art 
than  the  people  of  Chicago  and  San 
Francisco.  This  question  has  occurred 
before  but  never  in  a  more  exact  way." 

What  nonsense  !  Lottie  Collins  was 
never  regarded  as  a  representative  of 
dramatic  art  until  she  reached  the  Paefic 
Coast,  where  she  was  taken  as  seriously 
as  if  she  came  as  an  apostle  of  some  new 
artistic  cult. 

London  found  her  "ta-ra-ra"  amus- 
ing ;  eo  did  New  York,  for  a  while.  It 
was  one  of  those  ephemeral  crazes  that 
is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  even 
intelligent  and  sober-minded  persons 
find  relaxation  now  and  then  in  a  bit  of 
quaint  fun,  particularly  when  it  is  clever. 

Paris  goes  mad  at  intervals  over  a 
dancer,  a  cafe  chantant  singer,  a  circus 
rider  or  a  whistler.  But  nobody  thinks 
Paris  is  lacking  in  artistic  judgment,  for 
all  that,  or  that  its  critics  are  censurable 
for  not  denouncing  the  fad  as  a  grave 
affront  to  the  highest  standards  of  in- 
tellectual diversion. 

A  community  that  is  not  sutficiently 
catholic  to  enjoy  all  sorts  of  amusements, 
provided  they  are  all  good  in  their  way, 
srvcksof  provincialism. 

Some  women  buy  music  by  the  dozen, 
but  they  deliver  it  by  the  pound. 

People  in  an  opera  box  who  feel  inclin- 
ed to  talk,  should  first  stop  and  count 
ten  thousand.
